The “ hidden a c re ” in the field of 
cotton consists of the feeding v aiue 
and the fertility 
contained in the 
cotton seed raised there-'anri made 
av ailable to the f a r m e r by the cot­ 
ton oil mill in the form of cotton- 
-eed meal and hulls. 
If this fe e d ­ 
ing v alue and fertility is acquired 
by some other f a r m e r or ranchmen, 
he (and not the actual grower of the 
-<*ed) gains the added acres. 


But 
if the cottonseed meaJ and 
hulls 
are returned 
to the 
farm 
where he seed was p roduced, the cot­ 
ton grower will increase the p roduc­ 
tiv ity of his cotton acres— achiev ing 
the same results as if he had ac­ 
tually added acreage to the size of 
his farm, y et without sp ending the 
money 
th at would 
be required to 
buy such acreage. 
The “ hidden a c re s” in cottonseed 
meal and hulls today are fairly well 
known 
to most Southern farm ers. 
F a rm e rs know that these feeds are 
most v aluable sup p lements for their 
home-grown grains 
and roughages 
and p astures. 
The 
use 
of these 
sup p lements, also adds acres t< 
the 
p roductiv ity of their fields of grain 
and hay , as these p roducts are con­ 
v erted by efficient farm animals into 
p rofitable meat, milk or p ower 
on 
the farm. 
Soil fertility , too, is p art of the 
“hid ien acres” 
in cottonseed meal 
ulls.

FIRST STEP IN AIDING 


TENANTS TO OWNERSHIP 


(This is the second of three ar- j 
tid e on what is being done by t h e ' 
Resettlement Administration to as-' 
sist tenant farm ers to become land­ 
owners.) 
j 
In helping low-income farm ers to 
win ownership of their 
land, 
the 
first problem is to help them earn a 
better liv ing in their present status 
as tenants. 
They must be helped to 
build up the reserv e necessary both 
for the purchase of land and f o r , 
operating it. 
The Resettlement Administration 
this y ear made loans to 29 ,653 Tex ­ 
as farm families to purchase liv e­ 
stock, eq uipment and supplies. These 
farm ers ha<i been ineligible for fi­ 
nancing 
from 
any other 
source. 
W ithout it they would hav e had no 
means of carry ing on the farm ing 
activ ities 
whch 
were 
their 
only 
means of liv elihood. 
The av erage 
am ount of the loan was $304, repay ­ 
able in one to fiv e y ears. It bears 5 
per cent interest. 
One dollar out of 
ev ery three was inv ested by the bor­ 
rowers in liv estock. 
The total sum 
of the money loaned in Tex as was. 
$9 ,0111,000. 
Inv estment 
in liv e-1 
stock amounted to $2,8 66,404. 
This j 
sum was used for the purchase o f 1 
17,311 mules, 
9 ,28 6 horses, 7,9 32* 
milk cows, 13,29 6 hogs, and 8 0,18 6 
chickens. 
There is no need to go into the} 
m atter of the credit sy stem under 
which the tenant faim ers, and par-} 
ticularly share croppers, hav e been j 
forced 
to 
operate. 
For reasons 
which it appears hav e been unav oid­ 
able in the past, the tenant has been 
req uired to pay interest 
and other 
charges which often amounted to 40 
per cent or more. 
The difference 
between that and 
the 5 per cent 
wrhich 
is charged by the R esettle-1 
ment Administration is in itself a 
long step toward helping the ten­ 
ant get on a basis where he can lay 
by a reserv e. 
But it is also a re­ 


q uirem ent of the resettlement Ad­ 
ministration 
that 
all 
borrowers 
adopt a liv e-at-home program, care- j 
fully mapped out for them by the 
county superv isor 
of the Resettle­ 
ment Administration with the aid of 
the county agricultural agents and aj 
county adv isory board. 
This is a 
second means, on top of the lower | 
interest charge, which works toward 
a better farm income, and acts as a I 
tep toward ownership. 
In the m atter of actually prov id­ 
ing land, the Resettlement Adminis­ 
tration has made a start this y ear 
by placing under option land enough 
for 63 farms in Tex as and Oklahoma, 
which will be sold to selected farm ­ 
ers from low-income groups. 
These 
farm ers are to be chosen with the 
aid of county adv isory committees. 
They will be placed on the land un­ 
der a fiv e-y ear lease contract. Dur­ 
ing that fiv e y ears they will hav e an 
opportunity of accum ulating enough! 
to make a down pay ment of fifteen 
per cent. 
When they are able to 
make that 
pay ment and when the 
Resettlement Administration and the 
prospcetiv e purchaser are both sat­ 
isfied with 
the 
agreement, a sale [ 
contract will be ex ecuted by which j 
the purchaser will hav e forty y ears} 
in which to make pay ment, the in­ 
terest rate being three per cent. 
Only the best land is being bought 
for these 
farms, 
and it is bought 
only at such a price as is justified by ! 
the past production 
record. 
Inci­ 
dentally , the Resettlem ent Adminis­ 
tration is thus stabilizing the price 
of land at figures upon which the 
land will pay out. This is a v ery im­ 
portant contribution toward ge tting; 
and keeping the title of the land in 
the hands 
of 
the 
man 
who oper- 
j 
ates it.

Sin ce I first kn ew her, 
so me fo rty y ears ag o , wTien 
we were bo th g irls in scho o l, An n a 
has been u n eq u al to the deman ds 
o f the mo men t, bu t p erfectly su re 
that if she had a little help she 
wo u ld be a g reat su ccess 
At fifteen An n a said that if she 
o n ly had so me rich frien d who co u ld 
sen d her to New' Yo rk to stu dy 
dramatics she co u ld be an actress. 
She wasn ’t g o in g to take an y jo b 
in an o ffice o r sho p ; she didn ’t 
p ro p o se to fin d herself middle-ag ed 
so me day , wo rkin g fo r a dru g firm 
at tw’en ty -fiv e do llars a mo n th' 
That was fo rty y ears ag o . 
Ev er 
sin e j then I hav e watched her flo u n ­ 
derin g mo re an d mo re help lessly in 
the mesh o f life that is n ev er g o in g 
to be u n rav elled fo r her n o w Tan ­ 
g les that the Twen ties do n ’t so lv e 
hav e 
n o 
way o i 
miracu lo u sly 
smo o thin g o u t in the Fifties. 
An n a 
has n ev er g o tten so far as to g et 
up in the mo rn in g s an d g et break­ 
fast o n time, she has n ev er liked 
ho u sewo rk—she say s it is serv an ts’ 
bu sin ess. 
An n a’s beds are n ev er 
made; her hu sban d died a bro ken 
an d disap p o in ted man after twen ty 
y ears o f disco mfo rt an d in efficien ­ 
cy . An n a’s dau g hter an d so n are 
no w fo llo win g 
in 
her fo o tsteps. 
The daughter, w’ido w'ed, has co me 
ho me with a baby daughter; the 
6 o n, unhappily married, is also liv ­ 
ing at ho me again as a single man. 
No ne o f them has any mo ney . 
No ne can get wo rk. 
Refined and 
idle and elo quent, they are pro fes­ 
sio nal beggars. 
They hav e a large 
pretentio us 
ho use 
well plastered 
with mo rtgages; a ho use that is 
falling into ruin fo r the want o f 
paint and plaster. 
Ev ery o ne in 
to wn is so rry fo r them, and ev ­ 
ery o ne giv es them a wide berth.

“I feel that there is so me rich 
mar. o r wo man so mewhere,” An n a 
say s, “who wo u ld be o n ly to o g lad 
to g iv e me an d the y o u n g sters the 
little we n eed to be co mfo rtable, 
an d to p reserv e o u r self-resp ect.

an d bitter disco n ten t if she p u t o n 
a 
waitress’ ap ro n an d cap an d made 
herself u sefu l fo r the first time in 
her twen ty -fiv e y ears. 
Ten do llars a week apiece fro m 
ten 
bo arders 
is 
mo ney . 
Ev en 
spending ten do llars a day o n fo o d 
and 
laundry 
Anna 
co uldn’t but 
sav e. 
But she wo uld hav e to wo rk, 
and the fundamental difficulty with 
her, and with so many like her, is 
that they hate wo rk. 
Anna has 
shuddered away fro m the v ery idea 
o f it all her life. 
Right in the same blo ck are the 
Swensens; small busy blo nde mo th­ 
er, crippled father, fo ur children. 
The two o ldest bo y s sell magazines, 
deliv er newspapers, wo rk o n Satur­ 
day s in sho ps, gardens, 
lumber 
y ards; wherev er their activ ities can 
find a few ho urs pay labo r.
